Thirty years ago millions of boys started to work at 
five cents an hour and they might work 10 or 15 years be- 
fore

they could gain an average workiugmans pay 
It 
was a mighty hard proposition for a young fellow to get 
a start in those times 
In these times when so many young people have good 
educations and technical or vocational training 
a lot of 
them get very good pay in a short
